EDMONTON: Alberta, sitting on 
/millions of tons of coal for which 
marke.ta have been dwindling, is 
stepping up its drive for new buy¬ 
ers and new methods af using coal. 
It is a concerted drive on the part 
of the provincial government and 
coal mining companies. 

With fewer markets, production 
has dropped off considerably,.many 
mines have been forced to shut 
down and miners thrown out of 
jobs. The coal industry in the pro¬ 
vince, almost anywhere in the pro¬ 
vince, is potentially a large one for 
coal bearing formations lie be¬ 
neath most of the southern half of 
Alberta, under a large area of the 
central plains and all along the 
foothills. 

Although there has been no im¬ 
portant coal mining development 
in the Peace River area, a B.C. 
government mines official a few 
years ago estimated there is 
enough high grade coal in thnjt 
area to last 200 years at a produc¬ 
tion late of one million tons a 
year. He claimed it was some of 
the best stettm coal on the conti¬ 
nent 

Hdre is an indication of just how 
vast the coal reserves are in the 
remainder of the province. From 
1S86 to 1952 about 268 million tons 
of coal was mined and valued ut 
5935 million. 

But the reserves of coal which 
the experts believe could be mined 
economically for commercial and 
industrial purposes are placed at 
175 times the 67 year production 
cr almost 48 billion tons. There is 
another 246 million tons of coal 
that can-he recovered, but about 
which there is some doubt of the 
economic feasibility. Even that 
doubt may be erased in years to 
come as better and cheaper meth¬ 
ods of . mining are developed and 
new uses arc found. 

Efforts of research experts, 
some of them under the Alberta 
Research Council are seeking ways 
and means of boosting the provin¬ 
ces coaj industry by finding mar¬ 
kets and developing new techni¬ 
ques for utilizing coal. They are 
not alone in their work. Research 
departments of large Coal com¬ 
panies and areas of extensive coal 
lormatlons are bearing down on 
the same problem. 

Meanwhile the drive for the On¬ 
tario market has been intensified. 
At a meeting about a month ago 
of provincial resources ^ministers in 
Ontanlo, the government of that 
province Indicated its willingness 
to help find markets by first re¬ 
placing U.S. coal by the Alberta 
product in heating government 
buildings, provided a continuous 
supply can be maintained and price 
is competitive. 

Immediately many - of the pro¬ 
vince’s coal companies contacted 
the Ontario government, viewing 
the proposal as an opening to the 
eastern market. 

The Alberta government also 
followed up by the recent publica¬ 
tion of a booklet outlining the 
variety of Alberta coals, their lo¬ 
cation, physical, chemical, storage 
and burning properties. It is aim¬ 
ed at eastern coal dealers and 
large consumersT 

From the U.S. comes encourag 
lng word for coal producers. 'An 
official of the largest commercial 
coal producer in that country says 
If the coal industry can survive the 
next seven years, It will be in on 
the biggest boom in its history. 
He believes sources of cheap pow¬ 
er will be practically exhausted by 
that time and electric power pro¬ 
ducers will have to turn to coal. 
It is understood by coal men that 
the U.S. federal power commis¬ 
sion is against using natural gas 
for firing boilers used In produc¬ 
ing electrical power. 

He even feels that shipping coal 
by pipelines Is a promising idea. 
Tills would be done by forcing the 
coal through pipes, probably by 
water at terrifically high pres¬ 
sures. 

Research also lies In the field of 
producing synthetic products from 
coal. One now in the experimental 
stage Is the production of synthe¬ 
tic gasoline. The future seems to 
hold the possibility that many Al¬ 
berta communities will be subject 
to growth In population and 
wealth because of new coal devel¬ 
opments.

Rev. A. Gehring. who has been 
pastor of the Bethel congregation, 
for the past eight years, perform¬ 
ed the dedicatory act and served 
as liturgist.

FIRST PRAIRIE ELEVATOR 

This is a reproduction of an old 
photograph of the very first ele¬ 
vator round 25.000 bushel capacity 
ever erected in Western Canada. 
It was built at Niverville, Manito¬ 
ba, in 1879, and later was known 
as the McArthur elevator. This 
round elevator was erected for 
Mr. Hespeler, Canadian Immigra¬ 
tion Agent, who was sent by the. 
Canadian Government to bring to 
Niverville and vicinty 65 Mehno- 
nite families in August 1874. (The 
first square standard elevhtor 30,- 
000 bushels was erected at Gret- 
nu, Manitoba, by the Ogllvie Mill¬ 


ing Company in 1881.) Mr. John 
Wltick helped to build this Hes¬ 
peler elevator in 1879 and later 
became an Elevator Agent at Niv¬ 
erville. His son Albert Witlck, now 
aged 87, stilling living at Niver¬ 
ville, and who well remembers this 
Hespeler elevator, also became an 
Elevator Agent at Nlvervlle, for 
the Ogllvie Milling Company. Mr. 
Albert Witick’s son Gordon today 
operates the Ogilvie Elevator at 
Niverville. So, three generations of 
the same family have 'been Elevat¬ 
or Agents at the same point—Niv¬ 
erville—probably a record for the

The men of the Canadian forc¬ 
es in the two world wars and the 
Korean conflict, did not enter the 
war lo protect themselves. Col. El¬ 
lis said, but to fight for the safety 
of their loved ones at home. Their 
morale was high, they took pride 
in themselves and in the units in 
which they served. Those who fail¬ 
ed to come back should not be for¬ 
gotten, their memory should be

“In the forces.” Col. Ellis said,

Jim Kennedy 
Veteran of Two 
Wars, Passes 

Funeral services for James C. 
Kennedy, honorary president of 
the Vulcan Branch of the Cana, 
dian Legion and well known resi¬ 
dent here, were held at Gooder 
Bros. Funeral Home in Calgary on 
Tuesday afternoon, Nov. 10. Mr. 
Kennedy died in hospital in Cal¬ 
gary on Saturday, Nov. 7, at the 
age of 65. 

Born In Kilmurnock, Scotland, 
in 1888, Jim Kennedy was a grain- 
buyer in Manitoba when he first 
came to Canada. He served over¬ 
seas during the First World War 
and came to Alberta, loathe Cham¬ 
pion district, in 1926. He moved to 
Vulcan a short while later and was 
employed at the Imperial Hotel, 
remaining on the staff when the 
hotel was bought toy the Dobbs 
family and later going to the 
Dobbs' Palace Hotel at Taber for 
about three years. On returning to 
Vulcan, he was with the hotel here 
until Sept. 1939, when he enlisted 
in the artillery and proceeded ov¬ 
erseas. He returned to his position 
here after his discharge from the 
army in 1946 and had resided h'ne 
since. 

Jim Kennedy took a great in¬ 
terest in veterans' affairs and the 
welfare of ex-servicemen. During 
his long residence here he acquir- 
d a large number of friends and 
the news of his passing was receiv 
ed here with deep regret. He was a 
past president of the local branch 
of the Legion and had been honor¬ 
ary president for several years.

As these heifers mature, old¬ 
er infected animals should be sold 
for slaughter. Dr. E. E. Ballantyne 
Director of Veterinary Services, 

Alberta Department of Agriculture 
reports that this program has been 
followed with success at the Univ¬ 
ersity of Alberta, and by ranchers 
and dairymen in Alberta in reduc¬ 
ing the economic losses from the 
disease. 

Vaccinatum is also recommended 
in herds not infected at the pre¬ 
sent time so that if infection is 
accidentally introduced there will 
rot be a drastic and costly calf 
crop’loss. Dr. Ballantyne urges 
cattlemen to raise their own herd 
replacements as far as possible to 
reduce the danger of bringing in 
infection. If additions have to be 
made they should be only calves 
which can o*> vaccinated or anim¬ 
als that were vaccinated as calves.
